3. Establishment of Goa Tillari Irrigation Development 
Corporation .- ( 1) The State Government shall ,by notification in 
the Official Gazette , establish for the purposes of this Act, a 
Corporation to be called the Goa Tiliari Irrigation Development 
Corporation .

to make a special provision for mobilisation of resources for 

completion of the Tillari Irrigation Project , a joint venture 
of the Government ofGoa and theGovernment ofMaharashtra , 
in time bound manner and for that purpose to establish the 
Goa Tilluri Irrigation Development Corporation , and for 
purposes connected with the matters aforesaid . 

BE it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa in the 
Fiftieth Year of the Republic of India as follows:

both movable and immovable , and to do all things necessary for

(4 ) The non- official Directors of the Corporation shall receive 
such compensatory allowances, for the purpose ofmeeting the 
personal expenditure in attending the meetings of the Corpora 
tion , asmay be laid down by regulations. 


8. Provisions for inviting officers of Government and local 
authority .-- ( 1) The Corporation or any of its committees may 
invite any Officer of the CentralGovernment . State Government 
local authority or any organisation or any persons to attend it 
meetings as special invitees for the purpose of ussisung in 
advising it on any matter or matters . The Officer or person su 
invited may take part in the proceedings, but shall have no right 
to vote .

10. Action not to be invalidated by vacancy,informality, etc. 
No act done or proceedings taken under this Act by the 
Corporation or Committee appointed by the Corporation shallbe 
invalidated merely on the grounds of,-- 

(a ) any vacancy of Director or any defect in the constitution 
or re- constitution of the Corporation oracommittee thereof;or 

(b ) any defect or irregularity in the appointmentof a person

such doubt or dispute shall be referred to the State Government, 
whose decision thereon shall be final. 


(4 ) Subject to the superintendence of the Corporation , the 
Managing Director shall supervise and control allit s officers and 
employees including any officer of the State Government ap 
pointed on deputation to the Corporation . 


12. Disqualification ofall officers and staff .--- No person who 
has,directly orindirectly , by himself orby his partner or agent, any 
share or interest in any contract, by oron behalf of the Corporation 
or in any employment under , by or on behalf of the Corporation 
otherwise then as an officer or staff thereof, shall 
be qualified to be an officer or staff of the Corporation . 


13. Authentication of orders, etc. of the Corporation . All 
proceedings of the Corporation shall be authenticated by the 
Chairman and all orders and instruments of the Corporation , shall 
be authenticated by the ChiefExecutive Officer or any other officer 
of the Corporation as may be authorised in this behalf by regula 
tions . 


16. Power of State Governmentto depute certain Government 
employees to the Corporation. -- (1 ) Where , on account of 
conferment of any powers, duties and functions on the Corpora 
tion by or under this Act, in the opinion of the State Government, 
any employee in the field establishments, that is , officers and 
employees belonging to technical as well as ministerial and non 
ministerial staff(permanent, regular,temporary ) in the Irrigation 
Department, on the date specified by the State Government 
engaged in the fields ofplanning, investigation , design , construc 
tion ,management, land developmentofthe State sector of Tillari 
Irrigation Project, have been rendered surplus or are likely to be 
rendered surplus, wholly or partially , to the requirements of the 
State Government or where the services of such officers and 
servants are required by the Corporation for efficient exercise of 
it s powers , performance of it s duties or discharge of it s func 
tions, the State Government, or any officer authorised by the State 
Government in this behalf,may , from time to time, having regard 
to the necessity therefor, by order, depute such officers or 
employees to the Corporation and the Corporation shall take them 
over and employ them on deputation , subject to the provisions of 
this section . 


CHAPTER III 


VESTING OF PROPERTY , ASSETS , LIABILITIES 
AND OBLIGATIONS AND TRANSFER OF 

EMPLOYEES 


14. Vesting and transfer of property to the Corporation.- ( 1 ) 
From such date as may be specified from time to time, by the State 
Government (hereinafter in this section referred to as " the ap 
pointed date” ), 


(2 ) The period of deputation of any such employee to the 
Corporation shall be five years except when any such person is 
required to be repatriated on the grounds such as promotion , 
reversion , termination or superannuation or any other reasons as 
may be directed by the State Government. After the expiry of the 
period of deputation , he shall stand repatriated to service under 
the State Government: 


(a ) the assigned projects of the Corporation and their assets 
comprising movables and immovables including irrigation 
project works under construction , specified in that behalf, 
situated in the area of operation of the Corporation , which 
immediately before the appointed date vested in the State 
Government and were under the control of the Irrigation 
Department, shall vest in and stand transferred to the Corpo 
ration , and all income derived and expenses incurred in that 
behalf be brought on the books of the Corporation , and 


Provided that ,during the period of such deputation , allmatters 
relating to pay , leave , allowances, retirement, pension , provident 
fund and other conditions of service of the employees on depu 
tation shall be regulated by the rules applicable to the State 
Governmentemployees or such rules asmay , from timeto time, be 
made by the State Government. 
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( 3 ) Allregular, temporary and permanent employees of the said 
establishment transferred on deputation to the Corporation under 
sub - section ( 1 ) shall have a lien on their posts in the service under 
the State Government and the period of their service under the 
Corporation shall, on their repatriation to the services under the 
State Government, be counted for their increments, pension , and 
other matters relating to their service . 


18.Generalpowers of the Corporation . (1) The Corporation 
shall have the power to accord technical sanction , acceptance of 
all tenders , sanctioning budget and making financial provisions, 
settling disputes arising out of contracts and any other thing 
which may be necessary or expedient for the purposes of carrying 
out its functions under this Act. 


... 


( 2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing provi 
sion , such power shall include power, 


(4 ) The Corporation shall have the authority to transfer the 
officers and staff members within the area of operation of the 
Corporation . 


(5 ) No employee on deputation to the Corporation shall be 
entitled to any deputation allowance . 


(a ) to acquire and hold property ,both movable and immov 
able, as the Corporation may deem nocessary for the perfor 
mance of any of it s functions, duties , activities and to lease , 
sell , exchange or otherwise transfer any property held by it on 
such conditions asmay be deemed proper by the Corporation ; 


( 6 ) The salaries and allowances ofemployees on deputation to 
the Corporation shall be paid from the Corporation fund . 


(b ) to construct or cause to be constructed such dams, 
barrages ,reservoirs, irrigation works, flood control and drain 
age canals and such other works and structures thatmay be 
required ; 


(7 ) Save as otherwise provided in this section , the termsand 
conditions of service of employees on deputation to the Corpo 
ration , shall not be less advantageous than those applicable to 
them immediately before deputation and shall not be varied to their 
disadvantage except with the previous sanction of the State 
Government. 


(c ) to utilise the water and other resources in most economi 
calmanner for the Tillari Valley ,Mandovi Valley and Terekhol 
Valley in North Goa District of Goa ;

FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF THE CORPORATION 


17. Functions of the Corporation - The functions of the 
Corporation shall be, -- 


(e ) to do all such other things including making interest 
bearingmonetary advances to the contractors executingworks 
on the projects of the Corporation and perform such acts asmay 
be necessary for , or incidental or conducive to any matters 
which are necessary for furtherance of the objectives for which 
the Corporation is established . 


(a ) to promote and operate the Tillari Irrigation Project and 
Command Area Development; 


(b ) to plan , investigate , design , construct and manage the 
Tillari Irrigation Project and its Command Area Development; 


19.Water charges for supply ofwaterfor irrigation , industrial 
and domestic purpose. --The Corporation shall , from time to time, 
determine and levy water charges according to volume, for supply 
of water for irrigation , industrial and domestic purposes to the 
State Government, local authorities,Government agencies, culti 
vators and water users associations. 


(c ) to enter into contracts in respect of the works and any 
other matters transferred to the Corporation alongwith assets 
and liabilities ; 


(d ) to invite tenders, bids and enter into contracts for the 
purpose of all the activities of the Corporation ; 


20. Responsibility of the Corporation for payment of interest 
on borrowed money. - The Corporation shall pay the interest 
charges on the borrowed money through the recovery of water 
charges. 


(e) to promote participation of any person or body or 
association of individuals, whether incorporated or not, in 
planning , investigation , designing, construction and manage 
mentof the Tillari Irrigation Project and command area devel 
opment; 


21. Prohibition of construction of dam , bandhara , weir, etc. 
except with the approval of the Corporation . — No person shall 
construct, operate or maintain within the area of operation of the 
Corporation any dam , bandhara or weir or other work or any 
installation for the extraction of surface water without prior 
approval of the Corporation . 


(f) to undertake Schemes or works, either jointly with other 
corporate bodies , or institutions, or with Government or local 
authorities or on agency basis in furtherance of the purposes 
for which the Corporation is established and all matters con 
nected therewith ; 


22. Co - ordination with other authorities to minimise incon 
venience caused by submergence.-- The Corporation shall keep 
co -ordination with the State Government, Railway authorities , 
local authorities and statutory bodies with a view to minimising the 
inconvenience likely to be caused by the submergence of rail 
ways, lands, roads and communications and shall bear the cost of

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any re-alignment thereof or re-settlement of any population ren 
dered necessary by such submergence . 


(a ) all moneys received by the Corporation from the State 
Government by way of grants, subventions, loans, advances 
and the loans raised under this Act; 


( b ) all fees , costs and charges received by the Corporation 
under this Act ; 


23. Powers of State Government to issue directions. The 
State Government may issue to the Corporation such general or 
special directions as to policy or exercise of the powers or 
performance of the functions by the Corporation , excepting in 
respect of levying and recovery of water charges by the Corpo 
ration , as itmay think necessary or expedient for carrying outthe 
purposes of this Act and the Corporation shall be bound to follow 
and act upon such directions. 


(c) allmoneys received by the Corporation from the disposal 
of lands, buildings and other properties,movable and immov 
able and other transactions ; 


(d ) all money received by the Corporation by way of water 
charges, rents, and profits or from any other source . 


CHAPTERV 


ACQUISITION OF LAND 


(2 ) The Corporation may keep current and deposit account with 
the State Bank of India or any other Bank approved by the State 
Government in this behalf . 


24. Powerto acquire land for purposes ofthis Act.--- The State 
Government may , for carrying out the purposes of this 
Act, compulsorily acquire land under the Land Acquisition 
Act,1894 ( CentralAct 1 of 1894 ) and the acquisition of any land for 
any of the said purposes shall be deemed to be a public purpose 
within the meaning of that Act. 


(3) Such accounts shall be operated by such officers of the 
Corporation as may be authorised by it in this behalf. 


(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - sections 
(2 ) and ( 3), the Corporation may keep on hand such sum as it thinks 
fit for its day to day transactions, subject to such limits and 
conditions as may be prescribed . 


25. Transfer ofGovernment land to the Corporation. ( 1) For 
the furtherance of the objects of this Act, the State Government 
may, by notification in the OfficialGazette , upon such conditions 
as may be agreed upon between the State Government and the 
Corporation , place at the disposal of the Corporation any lands 
vested in the State Government: 


29. Contribution of State Government to Corporation fund .- 
(1) The State Government shall ,by appropriation duly made in this 
behalf from time to time, provide such funds as it may deem 
necessary , as it s share of the capital required by the Corporation , 
for the performance of the functions of the Corporation under this 
Act : 


Provided that, the State Government shall not place at the 
disposal of the Corporation any lands which are notified and 
included in the reserved forest. 


( 2 ) After any such land has been so placed at the disposal of 
the Corporation , it shall be dealt with by the Corporation in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act , or the rules or 
regulations made thereunder and the directions, if any, given by 
the State Government in this behalf . 


Provided that, the contribution made by the State Government 
shallbe exclusive ofthe expenditure incurred by the State Govern 
ment for and in connection with the establishment of the Corpo 
ration .

(2 ) The capital provided by the State Government shall not 
carry any interest. 


(3 ) If any land placed at the disposal of the Corporation under 
sub - section (1) is not required by the Corporation , the State 
Governmentmay ask the Corporation to transfer itback to the State 
Government upon such termsand conditions as may be mutually 
agreed upon . 


30. Grants, subventions, loans and advances to Corpora 
tion.-- The State Governmentmay ,after due appropriation made 
by the State Legislature by law in this behalf,make such grants , 
subventions, loans and advances to the Corporation as it may 
deem necessary for the performance of the functions of the 
Corporation under this Act ; and all grants, subventions, loansand 
advancèsmade shall be on such terms and conditions as the State 
Governmentmay determine . 


26. Power of Corporation to dispose of land , etc.- Subject to 
any rules made by the State Government under this Act, the 
Corporation may retain , lease, sell ,exchange or otherwise dispose 
of any land , any building or other property vested in it, in such a 
manner as it thinks fit for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 


CHAPTER VI 


31. Power of Corporation to borrow .. (1) The Corporation 
may , subject to such conditions as may be prescribed in this 
behalf, borrow money from the financial institutions or non 
resident Indians or from the open market by issue of guaranteed 
or un - guaranteed bonds, debentures, stocks, cash certificates, 
fixed deposit receipts and otherwise , for the purpose ofproviding 
itself with adequate resources.

FINANCE , ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
27. Application of Corporation s assets , etc .-- All property , 
fund and other assets vesting in the Corporation shall beheld and 
applied by it, for the purposes of this Act.. 


28. Fundofthe Corporation. ( 1) The Corporation shall have 
and maintain its own fund , to which shall be credited , 


(2 ) The maximum amountwhich theCorporation may at any time 
have on loan under sub - section (1 ) shall not exceed Rupees 90 
crores,unless the State Government fixes a highermaximum limit 
for this purpose .

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( 2 ) The net deficit, if any , in respectof the objects shall be solely 
borne by the State Government. 


32.Acceptance of deposits by the Corporation . The Corpo 
ration may acceptdeposits on such conditions as it deems fit from 
persons, authorities or institutions, to whom allotment or sale of 
land or buildings or fishing rights is made or is likely to bemade 
.in furtherance of the objects of this Act. 


39. Interest charges and other expenses to be added to and 
receipts taken for reduction of capital cost. The interest 
charges and all other expenditure shall be added to the capital cost 
and all receipts shall be taken in reduction of such capital cost, if 
the Corporation is in deficit. 


33. Power to spend . — The Corporation shall have the author 
ity to spend such sums as it thinks fit for the purposes authorised 
under this Act from and out of the fund of the Corporation referred 
to in section 28 or from the reserve and other funds referred to in 
section 34 , as the case may be . 


40. Depreciation Fund.- (1) The Corporation may make 
provisions for depreciation fund at such rates and on such terms 
asmay be specified by the Comptroller and Auditor General of 
India , and in consultation with the State Government. 


34.Reserve and otherfunds. ( 1) The Corporation shallmake 
provisions for such reserve and other specially denominated 
funds as the State Governmentmay , from time to time , direct. 


(2 ) The net profit for the purpose of section 38 shall be 
determined after such provision has been made . 


(2 ) Themanagementof the fundsreferred to in sub- section (1 ), 
the sums to be transferred , from timeto time, to the credit thereof 
and the application of money comprised therein , shall, subject to 
the directions, if any, iſsued by the State Government in this 
behalf, be determined by the Corporation . 


41. Apportionment of betterment charges levied by State 
Government. In the event of any betterment levy being imposed 
by the State Government, the apportionment of proceeds thereof 
insofar as they are attributable to the operations of the Corpora 
tion , shall be credited to the Corporation . 


( 3) None of the funds referred to in sub -section ( 1), shall, except 
with the previousapproval ofthe State Government, be utilised for 
any purposes other than that for which it is constituted . 


42. Financial statement and programme of work.- ( 1) The 
Corporation shall, by such date in each financial year , as may be 
prescribed , prepare and submit to the State Government for 
approval an annual financial statement and the programmeof work 
for succeeding financial year and the State Government may 
approve such financial statement and the programmeof work of 
the Corporation as submitted by the Corporation or with such 
variations as the State Government thinks fit . 


35. Submission ofbudget to Corporation .- ( 1) TheManaging 
Director of the Corporation , shall, at a special meeting to be held 
in the month ofSeptember in each year, lay before the Corporation 
the budget estimates of the Corporation for the next year.

(2 ) Every such budget estimate shall be prepared in such form 
as the State Governmentmay, from timeto time,by order, determine 
and shall provide för, 


( 2 ) The annual financial statement shall show the estimated 
receipts and expenditure during the succeeding financial year in 
such form and detail asmay be prescribed .

( ii ) the due fulfillmentof all the liabilities of the Corporation ; 
and 


( 3) The Corporation shall be competent to make variations in 
the approved programme of work in the course of the financialyear 
provided that all such variations and re-appropriations outof the 
sanctioned budget are brought to the notice of the State Govern- :. 
ment by a supplementary financial statement. 


(iii ) the implementation of the provisions of this Act; 
and such estimates shall contain a statement showing the esti 
mated income and expenditure on capital and revenue accounts 
for the next year and such other particulars , indicating the financial 
performance of the Corporation , as the State Governmentmay 
direct. The budget shall clearly reveal the financial outlay and 
performance . 


(4 ) A copy each of the annual financial statement and the 
programme of work and the supplementary financial statement, if 
any, shall be placed before the State Legislature as soon asmay 
be after their receipt by the State Government. 


43.Accounts and Audit.- ( 1) The Corporation shallmaintain 
books in relation to the business and transactions in such form , 
and in such manner, as may be prescribed . 


36. Sanction of budget estimates - The Corporation shall 
consider thebudget estimates submitted to it under section 35 and 
approve the samewith or withoutmodifications on or before such 
date as the State Governmentmay , from timeto time, determine . 


( 2 ) The accounts of the Corporation shall be audited by an 
Auditor appointed by the State Government, in consultation with 
the Comptroller and Auditor General of India . 


37.GovernmentasGuarantor.-- The State Governmentmay 
guarantee the repaymentof any loans and payments of interest on 
all or any of the loans, given or transferred to the Corporation . 


( 3 ) Within nine months from the end of the financial year, the 
Corporation shall send a copy of the accounts audited together 
with a copy of the report of the Auditor thereon to the State 
Government. 


38. Disposal of profits and deficits .-- (1 ) Subject to the 
provisions of sub -section (2 ) of section 40 of this Act , the net 
profit , if any , attributable to each of themain objects shall be fully 
credited to the Corporation .

44. Concurrent and special audit of accounts.- (1 ) Notwith 
standing anything contained in the last preceding section , the 
State Government may order that there shall be concurrent audit 
of the accounts of thu Corporation by such person as it thinks fit .

49. Dues to be recovered asarrears of land revenue.--- All sums 
due or payable by any person to the Corporation or recoverable 
by it on account of any charge, costs , expenses, fees, rent, 
compensation , or on any other account under this Act or any rule 
or regulation made thereunder or any agreement made with the 
Corporation and all charges or expenses incurred in connection 
therewith shall , withoutprejudice to any othermode ofrecovery , 
be recoverable as an arrears of land revenue . 


( 2 ) When an order ismade under sub -section ( 1), the Corpo 
ration shall present or cause to be presented for audit all such 
accounts and shall furnish 

the person appointed under sub 
section ( 1) such information as the said person may require for the 
purpose of audit. 


50. Service of notice, etc. (1 ) All notices , orders and other 
documents required by this Act or any rules or regulationsmade 
thereunder to be served upon any person shall, save as otherwise 
provided in this Act or such rules or regulations, be deemed to be 
duly served ,

( 2 ) The Corporation shall also furnish to the State Government 
such returns , statistics, reports , accounts and other information 
with respect to it s conductofaffairs , properties or activities or in 
regard to any proposed work or Scheme as the State Government 
may , from time to time, require . ;

46. Rehabilitation and resettlement of the project affected 
persons. The rehabilitation and resettlement of the persons 
affected due to irrigation project shall be carried out on terms and 
conditions as mutually agreed between the Corporation and the 
Maharashtra Government :

shall also be deemed to be guilty of thatoffence and shall be liable 
to be proceeded against and punished accordingly .

51. Public notice how to be made known.-- Every public 
notice given under this Act or any rule or regulation made 
thereunder shallbe in writing and under the signature of the officer 
concerned and shall be widely madeknown in the locality or in the 
farms or estates to be affected thereby by affixing copies thereof 
in conspicuous public places , within the said locality or the said 
farms or estates, or by any othermeans that the officermay think 
fit. 


( a )" company " means a body corporate and includes a firm ,

person authorised by the Corporation by general or special order 
in this behalf .

53. Default in performance of duty : ( 1) If the State Govern 
ment is of the opinion that the Corporation has made a default in 
the performance of any duty or obligation imposed or cast on it by 
or under this Act, the State Governmentmay fix a period for the 
performance of that duty or obligation and give notice to the 
Corporation accordingly . 


56. Compounding of offences by Corporation .-- ( 1) The 
Corporation or any person authorised by the Corporation by 
general or special order in this behalfmay , eitherbefore or after the 
institution of the proceedings, compound any offence made 
punishable by or under this Act . 


(2 ) If, the Corporation fails orneglects to perform such duty or 
obligation within the period so fixed for it s performance ,it shall 
be lawful for the State Government to supersede and reconstitute 
the Corporation as it deems fit... 


( 2 ) Where an offence has been compounded , the offender , if 
in custody , shall be discharged and no further proceedings shall 
be taken against him in respect of the offence compounded . 


( 3 ) After the supersession of the Corporation and until it is 
reconstituted in the manner laid down in Chapter II, the 

powers , 
duties and functions of the Corporation under this Act shall be 
carried on by the State Governmentor by such officer or officers 
or body of officers as the State Government may appoint for this 
purpose , from time to time. 


57. Penalty for obstruction .-- Any person who obstructs the 
entry of a person authorised under section 48 to enter into orupon 
any land or building or molests such person after such entry or 
who obstructs the lawful exercise by him of any power conferred 
by or under this Act , shall, on conviction , be punished with 
imprisonment for a term whichmay extend to six months,or with 
a fine which may extend to one thousand rupees or with both .

58. Delegation of powers of Corporation . -- The Corporation 
may ,through theManaging Director of the Corporation and with 
the previous approval of the State Government, delegate any of.

54. Offences by companies .--- (1) Where an offence under this 
Act has been committed by a company , every person who , at the

59. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit , 
prosecution or other legalproceedings shall lie against any person 
for anything which is in good faith done or intended to be done 
under this Act or rules or regulationsmade thereunder . 


60. Chairman , Directors und Officers, etc. to be public ser 
vants . - The Chairman , Directors and Officers and servants on 
deputation or of the Corporation , as the casemay be , shall; while 
acting or purporting to act in pursuance of any of the provisions 
of this Act or rules or regulations made thereunder, be deemed to 
be public servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian 
PenalCode , 1860 ( Act 5 of 1860 ). 


65. Dissolution of Corporation . - ( 1 )Where the State 
Government is satisfied that the purposes for which the Corpora 
tion was established under this Act have been substantially 
achieved so as to render the continued existence of the Corpora 
tion , in the opinion of the State Government, unnecessary , the 
State Governmentmay , by notification in the Official Gazette , 
declare that the Corporation shall stand dissolved with effect from 
such date as may be specified in the notification , and the Corpo 
ration shall be deemed to be dissolved accordingly and upon such 
dissolution the Directors (including the Chairman ) shall vacate 
their respective offices.

61. Effect of provisions of Act inconsistent with other laws. 
The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding 
anything inconsistent therewith contained in any other law .

62. Powerto make rules.-- (1 ) The State Governmentmay,by 
notification in the Official Gazette,make rules. to carry out the 
purposes of this Act.
